“The ratlo of rallwoy to aren Is
greatest In Africa, which has only 8,-
168 miles to 11,614,000 squure miles of
territory, or about one mile of track
to 1400 pquare miles of territory. Asia,
with 14710000 miles nrea, has 26,800
miles of track, or one mile to M4 of
aren; Burope has a mile of track to 2
of aren; South America o mile of track
to 284 of territory; Australasia, 237
miles of aren to one mile of track and
North Amerlea hag a mile of track to
42 mllea of territory., The Unlted
States beats them all with one mile of
tricck to every 16 miles of territory,

“In the ratio of rond to population
the 1Tnited States glves a mile of track
to every 400 persons; Europe makes a

ratlo of one mile (o 245 persons;: Africa
ean glve only one mile of track (o
every 15,692 persons and Asin Is by far
and beyond the greatest rallway fleld
on earth, with only a mile of track to
every JL6I0 persons, The place for the

"“To sum up, there I8 a total area In
the world of 561,238,000 square mlles oe-
